COMMUNISTS MASSACRE OVER 
500 CHINESE CATHOLICS IN 
ONE OF MOST CRUEL ACTS 
EVER RECORDED, EYE WIT- 
NESSES RELATE.

It was a fine day in Chungli, a 
small town 30 miles northeast of 
Kalgan.. The December weather was 
cold, about 20° below freezing, but 
the whole town was bathed in bright 
sunshine. The Catholic Cathedral, a 
magnificent building standing in the 
center of Chungli contrasted sharply 
with the small, low, earthen huts be- 
low it. Its bell rang serenely, and the 
Catholics, who made up 90 per cent 
of the entire population, were heed- 
ng its call to attend their usual morn- 
ing mass. All was calm and tranquil. 
There was no warning of any kind 
against the horrible massacre that 


|was to break loose within only a 


few hours. 


At dusk three Communist bri- 


gades, numbering at least 6,000 and . 


under the command of one Chen 
Tsung-kun, converged on the town 
which was defended by several hun- 
dred men of the local vigilance 
corps. The telephone line, the only 
means of communication with Kal- 
gan, was cut, thus isolating the 
whole area. 


The vigilance men were quickly 
rounded up and driven into the sem- 
inary, the only large building in the 
area.

February as a dangerous enemy 
alien. 

According to the Association’s in- 
vestigators, Lorwin has made fre- 
quent trips between the United States 
and Russia, the latest last. summer, 
at Government expense in connec- 
tion with international trade agree- 
ments. Since his return he has been 
lecturing and writing. 

The investigators said that the 
theme of the lectures and writings is 
that “the Soviet Communist regime 
is the salvation of the Jewish peo- 
ple”. They asserted that Lorwin, 
since his return, has been “glowing” 
in his enthusiasm for the Soviet Way 
of Life. ’ 

The Association cited an article 
written by Lorwin under the name 
of Louis Levine in the November, 
1946, issue of Soviet Russia Today, 
the publication of the National Coun- 
cil of American-Soviet Friendship. 
This organization has been described 
by the House Un-American Activities 
Committee as a Communist front 
group. 

“Special concern for the Jewish: 
people has characterized the Soviet 
Union since its birth in the 1917 
revolution”’, Lorwin wrote, ‘‘Let us 
hope that the Soviet policy toward 
minorities will be a pattern for the 
United Nations. Reactionary ele- 
ments that are now carrying on an 
anti-Soviet campaign are the worst 
enemies of the Jewish people’’. 

The investigators said they had 
obtained the testimony of a former 
close associate of Lorwin in the 
Commerce Department that Lorwin 
' “was once a Lieutenant of the late) 
Leon Trotsky and a big political| 
figure’’. 

The Association said that a book 
written by Lorwin on trade union 
problems was used as the standard 
text’ of Commonwealth College, 
Mena, Arkansas. The college, closed 
several years ago, has been described | 
frequently in Congress as Commun- 
istic. 

Lorwin was listed in Who’s Who 
as Louis Levine until the 1927 issue 
when he changed his name. His cur- 
rent biography states that he was| 
brought to the United States from 
Russia by his parents when he was 
4 years old and was educated in the 
New York public schools and in 
Russia, Switzerland and France. He

degree from Columbia University 
in 1912. 

The biography shows that Lorwin 
taught Economics at Columbia, Wel- 
lesley College, University of Mon- 
tana and Beloit. 


Lorwin became an Economic Con- 
sultant to various Government agen- 
cies shortly before the war. Prior 
to his present Commerce Depart- 
ment job, Lorwin was an Economic 
Advisor to the Foreign Economic 


Administration, which handled Lend| 


Lease, from 1943 until the end of 
the war. He is listed in the magazine 


Soviet Russia Today as National! 


President of the Jewish Council for 
Russian Relief and official of the 
World Jewish Congress and the Am- 
erican Jewish Congress.

force of the Communists in that dis- 
trict. Some guards retreated and 
made good their escape, but about 
200 were trapped. The seminary 
was immediately put to the torch by 
the Communists. 


Several of the doomed men climb- 
ed out through the windows, surviv- 
ing witnesses said, but they were 
tossed back into the burning build- 
ing. The other Catholic establish- 
ments were also set on fire, including 
the bishop’s residence. Ten of the 
34 inmates of the almshouse, all ov- 
er 60 years old, perished in the blaze. 


The attacking Communists were 
guided by the former magistrate, 
chief of police and other town offi- 
cials appointed by the Communists 
during their period of occupation, 
that is, from the Japanese surrender 
to last October, when Chungli was 
recovered by Government troops. 
All of them’ were natives of Chungli, 
and they were familiar with the lo- 
cale. During their ‘‘term of office’, 
they had found that the people were 
not too cooperative with the Com- 
munist administration. They had 
now come back to discipline the re- 
calcitrants. 


While the Cathedral and the other 
buildings used by the Catholics were 
burning, bands of Communist sol- 
diers under the direction of these 
former “‘officials’’ began rounding 
up those who, in their eyes, were 
“hostile” to Communism. These 
“hostile’’ elements included all who 
had taken refuge in Government- 
controlled areas during the Com- 
munist occupation and had refused 
to come back despite Communist 
propaganda. They were for the most 
part dependents of or relatives of 
the vigilance guard, landlords and 
loyal Catholics, and they constituted 
almost the: whole local population 
of 3,000. 


Half of the 3,000, fearing the 
worst, had fled to the nearby moun- 
tains. But those left were herded to- 
gether by the invaders and some 
were tied in groups. The Commun- 
ists decided to teach these Catholics 
a convincing lesson. The spacious 
courtyard of the bishop’s residence 
was chosen as the setting. So, on the 
night of December 9, 1946, with 
the huge blaze of the burning cathed- 
ral and the other buildings of the 
Catholics to light the scene, one of 
the bloodiest massacres in history 





was enacted. 
These inhuman Communists and 


their agents made no distinction on) 


the grounds of sex or age. They sub- 
jected all to their fiendish hate. Be- 
sides killing some in the usual way, 
by means of rifle. fire, the machine 
gun and the bayonet, they devised 
new ways of liquidating those who| 
dared to think other than they did. | 
They strangled many; they stripped | 
others to the skin and let them freeze | 
to death in the December cold; they | 
bashed in the heads of others with 
large pieces of rock, while they tied | 
others to poles and beat them to| 

They made some of the women 
suffer an even worse fate. They vio- 
lated them, then killed them. And) 
having put them to death, they dese- 
crated the bodies of not a few of 
their victims. 

They skinned one child who was) 
about 14 years old, from the scalp to 
the breast. They chopped a young 
man’s body into pieces in the process 
of removing his heart. During this 
macabre scene, they forced those 
still alive to stand and watch their

butchery until their turn came. A 
great many fainted while watching 
the dying agony of their friends and 
relatives. 

The toll of this wholesale slaugh- | 
ter, which lasted three days, was es- 
timated at about 500 civilians, in- 
cluding 15 old men, a few children, 
and a number of women. In addi- 
tion, 300 vigilance guards were

killed or burned to death. Another 
500 civilians and some hundred vig- 
ilance corps members were taken 
away by the Communists when they 
retreated on December 12. About

|200 of them were later killed, or 


allowed to freeze to death. 

When we correspondents arrived 
at this small town on December 30, 
18 days after the massacre, _ the 
whole remaining population of about 
2,000 gathered in the Catholic el- 


ementary school for girls to meet us. 


They still appeared panic stricken, 
and their faces were shadowed with 
Every one of them was 
ready to tell about his hellish exper- 
ience. They looked as if they had 


| just awakened from a terrible night- 


mare. 
Four bare walls and the main 

pillars were all that was left of the 

30-year-old Cathedral, with its bell 


still hanging ironically high up on 


the facade. The main hall, which ac- 
commodated more than 1,000, was 
nothing but a heap of debris and 


was estimated at about 500 


ashes. A few bullet holes were still 
visible on the pillars. The Commu- 
nists originally intended to blow up 
‘the building with bombs, the villag- 
ers told us. Somehow they did not. 

To the left of the Cathedral was 
the bishop’s residence. In the large 
courtyard surrounding it, there still 
lay some 250 corpses, all frozen 
hard. The bullet holes, bayonet cuts, 
wounds, and various disfigurements 
| were evidence that the Communists 
|had used a. variety of means in 
| slaughtering their victims. 

In the middle of the yard there 
were several coffins. One of them 
was unusually large. Inside it was a 
big heap of ashes, black and putrid. 
That was what was left of the flesh 
and bones of those who were trap- 
ped in the burning Cathedral. But 
no one knows exactly how many 
perished in the once-sacred hall, and 
not all of the charred corpses were 
identified. 

On the backyard of the compound 
was another group of about 30 bod- 
ies. These were slain militiamen. 
Their remains revealed that they 
had been subjected to prolonged 
torture. One had his eyes smashed. 
His eyeballs had been forced out. 

Among the slaughtered civilians 
were a group of countryfolk from 
|nearby towns. They had come to 
Chungli in the hope of finding a 
refuge there, soon after the Govern- 
ment’s reoccupation of the town. 
This group, according to the Chung- 
li natives, were among the first vic- 
tims, inasmuch as they were consid- 
ered anti-Communist because they 
had fled from Communist regions. 

A few native “landlords” had 
come back to Chungli only some 10 
days before the time of the tragedy. 
They were returning from an ‘‘exile’”’ 
| of more than a year as a result of the 
Communist occupation. They too 
were liquidated and were killed be- 
fore they could reclaim the land the 











Communists had expropriated in 
their absence. 
Catholic Father Hsu and two 


farmers were among those the Com- 

/munists carried away with them. 
| Many thus carried away died of cold 
and expesure. Some were killed for 
refusing to continue the forced trip. 
While we were interviewing the local 
citizens, a late report came in that 
about 100 bodies had been discov- 
ered at the foot of a mountain 15 
miles east of Chungli. As the news 
spread, we could see a cloud of sor- 
row and anxiety darken the faces of 
the men and women who had rela- 
tives who were still missing.
